but  fair  employers  want  to  pay 
workers  what  they  deserve.” 

"No  one  has  the  right  to 
hold  a  gun  to  the  workers’ 
heads  and  force  them  to 
pay  dues.  Any  iinioii  which 
iieed.s  the  power  of  the  gun 
is  not  much  of  a  union,” 
Tate  countered. 

In  summary,  Lovett  said, 
■‘The  repeal  of  14b  is  a  neces¬ 
sity  if  labor  unions  are  to  con¬ 
tinue  responsibly.  Unions  must 
either  act  responsibly  or  disin¬ 
tegrate.” 

Tate  summarized  his  stand 
by  saying.  “If  unions  are  doing 
a  good  job.  why  is  there  a  need 
for  v>'orkers  to  be  forced  to 
join?  If  they  are  doing  a  bad 
job,  why  should  workers  be 
forced  to  join?” 

The  debate  was  moderated 
by  C.  Marlin  Henderson,  for¬ 
mer  field  examiner  for  the 
NLRB.  The  speakers  were 
brought  to  MSC  by  the  Social 
Science  Cliib  with  arrange¬ 
ments  being  made  by  Diane 
Whitney,  president  of  SSC,  and 
James  Hurst,  sponsor.
